The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant 
amended claim 1 to incorporate the limitations of claim 2, namely the positional 
adjustment mechanism consisting of a base (12) bolted to a certain part of the load cell 
(2), and two levers (13,14) coupled to the base (2) to selectively apply force to a 
different part (2a, 5a) of the load cell when the distance between the base (2) and one of 
the levers (13) is changed to selectively apply force to said different part (2a, 5a) of the 
load cell to adjust its height; applicant apparently made this amendment in response to 
the suggestion of the International Searching Authority that indicated in the International 
Search Report that the subject matter of clam 2 was allowable over the art of record. 
The examiner agrees that this specific structure claimed for an adjustment mechanism 
of a Roberval load cell is not found nor suggested in the art of record.
